Brown in 1892. The office of State 
Railroad Commissioner was made an 
elective one in 1895 by the new State 
Constitution. 

His years of experience in dealing 
with the complexities of railroad prob¬ 
lems in Kentucky have made Mr. Mc¬ 
Chord one of the widest known State 
officials in the country. He is the au¬ 
thor of the McChord Railroad Bill, un- 


ville in connection with the duties of 
his office, and it is believed that he 
will do so. By virtue and his knowledge 
of the railroad situation in Kentucky 
he is ably qualified to represent the 
plaintiffs in railroad rate cases, and he 
also is credited with a wide knowledge 
of general corporation law. 

By a bill passed at the last session 
of the Kentucky General Assembly the 
salary of chairman of the State Rail¬ 
road Commission was increased from 
$2,000 to $3,000 ayear, and those of the 
two other members of the commission 
from $2,000 to $3,000 a year. In the 
event of Mr. McChord's re-election, it 
is believed he will again be chosen 
chairman of the commission.

Young Woman Ends Her 
Life at Willis- 
burg. 

Miss Moliie Skimmerbom, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Skimmer- 
horn, of Williaburg, committed suicide 
last Monday afternoon. 

The young woman was employed in 
the family of Mr. Thomas Miller, and 
in the afternoon asked permission to 
go home.

It waa 
then discovered that she had swallow¬ 
ed about a half ounce of the deadly 
poison. Physicians were summoned, 
but it was impossible to save her life, 
and she died in great agony about 9 
o’clock Monday night.
